CONGRESS WILL DEAL 
WITH FARM TENANCY 
OE ROBNSON SAY 


Amendment to Social Secur- 
ity Act, Is Seen by 
Senator. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Dec. 29.— 
(P)—Farm tenancy was listed today 
by Senator Joe T. Robinson as one 
of the “major subjects” with which 


| the approaching congress will deal. 


Leaving for Washington with Mrs. 
Robinson, by automobile, the senate 
Democratic leader predicted less speed 
in legislative matters and said he did 
not believe any new important tax 
legislation would be brought forward. 

“If business continues to improve, 
we ought to be operating on a bal- 
anced budget by the end of two more 
years,” he said. ‘Prosperous condi- 
tions may be expected to reflect them- 
selves more fully in the increased num- 
ber of laborers required by private 
enterprise unless this proves true, 
measures relating to shorter hours of 
labor will prove inevitable.” 


Legislative Outlook. 


Discussing the legislative outlook, 
he said: 

“One of the major subjects will re- 
late to farm tenancy. No complete so- 
lution of the evils inhering at the pres- 
ent has suggested itself or heen pro- 
posed. It is likely a limited number 
who are found qualified to acquire 
homes will be afforded the oppor- 
tunity through legislation similar to 
that passed through the senate last 
session known as the Bankhead bill.” 

Robinson predicted congressional 
action to amend the social security act 
in administrative features and to aid 
states whose legislatures have not had 
an opportunity to enact complying 
measures; to strengthen neutrality 
laws and ratify peace pacts in the 
western hemisphere. 

Hasty Legislation. 

“My thought is that ‘hasty legisla- 
tion is no longer necessary.” he said. 

With reference to tax legislation, he 
commented: 

“It does not appear to me likely 
that important federal tax legislation 
will be brought forward. The act of 
1936 has demonstrated its value as 
a factor in economic recovery and 
there is no likelihood that the tax on 
undivided surplus corporation earn- 
ings will be repealed. I should like to 
see a modification of the act that 
will encourage the investment of sur- 
pluses in new enterprises under proper 
and fair conditions. It is also true 
that relatively unimportant ‘nuisance’ 
taxes may be repealed.”

“The easiest way to collect damages 
without hurting anyone,” West ex- 
plained chattily today, “is to get a 
fellow who will work with you, black- 
en him up with the brtiising machine 
and then wait for a good street car 
accident, or something else where a lot 
of people are banged up. Then I turn 
him over to the lawyers who collect.” 

A minor street car crash 
months ago started police and state’s 
attorneys on their investigation. 

The motorman of one reported his 
car empty at the time of the crash.’ 
Later, a score of: persons demanded 
damages for injuries received while 
riding in the supposedly empty car. 
He laughed again when he explain- 
ed he couldn’t demonstrate the ma- 
chine he described because a doctor 
had borrowed it to fix up a patient 
with “fresh bruises.” 

The ring, he said, worked like this: 
“TI found an automobile owner who 
earried $10,000 liability insurance, 
Then I found a victim who was will- 
ing to be bumped—not too hard. The 
victim waited on the street.

“My lawyer came along, picked up 
the victim and brought him to my 
place.

They inched 
along in slippery mud, clinging to 
ropes stretched between’ trees like 
handrails on a bridge. 

Sheriff’s deputies worked until past 
midnight last night extricating the 
victims’ bodies from the plane wreck- 
age. 
Sheriff's deputies who examined the 
wreckage said they were puzzled by 
the fact the airplane was headed west- 
ward although its course lay to the 
southeast. 

The officers said the wrist watch of 
Paul Hare, one of the victims, was 
stopped at 8:02. If the watch stopped 
Sunday night, they declared, it 
would mean Pilot Edwin Blom kept 
the airplane aloft 23 minutes after 
he sent his last message at 7:37 p.m., 
P. S. T. (9:37 p. m. Atlanta time). 


COPELAND PLANS 
SENATE PROBE 

(Copyright, 1936. by United Press.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—(UP)— 
Prompt congressonal investigation of 
recent crashes that have shot the 1936 
airplane accident death toll to formid- 
able heights, was promised tonight by 
Senator Royal S. Copeland, Democrat, 
New York. . 

The Commerce Department simul- 
taneously announced plans for an early 
conference of airline operators and 
federal experts to work out safety 
measures for preventing future acci- 
dents. 

Three fatal crashes on United States 
airlines during the last two weeks 
have killed 21 persons, bringing the 
toll for this year to 67. 

Copeland, chairman of the senate 
commerce committee, authorized to in- 
vestigate air crashes, said he planned 
to probe the recent disasters in pub- 
lic hearings to be called early in the 
new year. 

Plans for the safety conference were 
announced by Colonel J. Monroe John- 
ston, assistant secretary of commerce. 
He said it would be called “at an 
early date.” 

“We feel confident that as funds 
and facilities are made available for 
the improvements we already have in 
mind for our navigation facilities, it 
will be possible to eliminate at least 
75 per cent of the type of accidents 
which we have experienced in the 
past,” Johnston wrote Colonel Eddie 
Rickenbacker, general manager. of 
Eastern Air Lines. 

He also made public a letter from 
Rickenbacker suggesting: 

The Commerce Department mod- 
ernize and improve its present air 
aids (radio beam, weather reports, 
etc.) as soon as congress appropriates 
the necessary money. 

2. All modern air transport be 
equipped with radio compasses qual- 
ified to operate both day and night 
with antennas shielded against rain, 
sleet and snow static. 

3. The Commerce Department estab- 
lish 24-hour special radio service to 
facilitate use of the radio compass. 

4 1 Commerce Department radio 
stations be equipped with direction 
finders enabling them to give a pilot 
lost in bad weather his exact loca- 
tion by the “triangulation system.” 

Officials said a shielded radio com- 
pass had been developed just recently. 
Most of those now in use can be put 
out of commission by ice and snow.

ANOTHER KIDNAPING 

The kidnaping of the 10-year-old 
Bon of a wealthy Tacoma, Wash., 
physician indicates that there are 
still desperate men who believe that 
this route to quick fortune is safe 
to pursue, despite the fact that dur- 
ing recent years every kidnaping 
case, with a single exception, has 
been solved and the perpetrators 
killed in evading capture, or caught 
and sent to prison. 

The Arizona case in which little 
Yane Robles was kidnaped and kept 
jn a cavelike prison for over a 
week is still unsolved, though the 
child was rescued by officers with- 
Out payment of the ransom de- 
manded. 

With the passing of the law 
which permitted federal ‘‘G-men’”’ 
to pursue members of kidnap gangs 
from one state to another, a dozen 
or more of these well-organized 
groups were broken up, one after 
another. The sporadic instances 
where single individuals have at- 
tempted to imitate methods em- 
ployed by the organized gangs have 
been speedily squelched and those 
guilty sent to prison to contem- 
plate the folly of their brush with 
the law. 

Word from Tacoma states that 
the father has been given a free 
hand by officers to deal with the 
kidnaper of his son. This course 
has been followed in other cases to 
relieve the distress of the families 
of the little victims. Upon their re- 
lease the ‘‘G-men’”’ have never failed 
to pick up the clues enabling them 
to arrest the fleeing criminals. 


There is no more revolting crime 
than the kidnaping of innocent chil- 
dren that rewards may be collected 
from their agonized loved ones. 
When this case is solved, as it un- 
doubtedly will be, the full limit of 
the law should be extended to the

THE AIR TRAGEDIES 
The peril of high-speed transpor- 
tation is given tragic emphasis by 
the three air crashes which have 
occurred during this month. 


Government statistics prove that 
travel by air is little, if any, more 
dangerous than by any 
method of transportation, but the 
dramatic aspects of the crash of a 
huge modern air liner bring more 
forcibly home to the average per- 


!son the slender thread upon which 


life rests for a passenger when the 
vehicle in which he is traveling is 
hurtling forward at speeds ranging 
from 50 to 150 miles per hour. 

Such speeds, whether it be in an 
airship, a motor vehicle or a train, 
inevitaly mean, if anything goes 
wrong, loss of life and the maiming 
of human bodies. 

It is a remarkable phase of the 
American character that such trage- 
dies as the air line crashes of this 
month shock the entire nation— 
and yet we as a people continue in 
an apathetic attitude toward the far 
greater loss of life on the public 
thoroughfares of the nation. 


The record of more than 35,000 
men, women and children killed in 
automobile accidents this | year 
shows, aS amazing as it may seem, 
that the passenger in a motor- 
driven vehicle on the highways of 
the country is in far greater dan- 
ger of the loss of his or her life 
than is the occupant of an airship 
traveling through the skies at a rate 
of speed in excess of a hundred 
miles an hour. 

There should, and of course 
there will, be a thorough investi- 
gation both by the government and 
the air lines involved of these tragic 
crashes. The record of commercial 
flying proves that air transportation 
is safer in America than anywhere 
else in the world and that the ele- 
ment of safety has been increased 
steadily year by year. 

It is possible that from the in- 
vestigation of the causes resulting 
in the tragic accidents of this 
month there may come information 
that will bring still greater safety 
in the future. 

For this reason, the efforts to 
ascertain if the accidents were the 
result of any preventable causes, 
must be thorough and exhaustive.

Newspaper correspondents who have 
managed to remain persona grata in 
the German Reich by performing the 
tour de force of keeping on the good 
side of the Nazi authorities, now can 
no longer conceal] the fact that the 
tide of woe and destitution is reach- 
ing a dangerous climax. Foodstuffs 
are becoming more and more restrict- 
ed. Ration-cards have reappeared as 
‘during the war and worry has made 
its way even into the highest quar- 
ters, we learn from the Associated 
Press dispatches of last week. 


The directorate of the empire-repub- 
lic. finding itself short of about 
3 000 tons of cereals, must look 
abroad for supplies if it is not to place 
all Germany on a ration diet. But to 
devote money to the purchase of food- 
stuffs means inevitably that less can 
be expended for raw materials used 
in the manufacture of armaments. To 
cut down on armament manufacture 
means throwing a couple of million 
men out of work, for the armament 
industry is about the only thing that 
is functioning full-blast in Germany. 
What is to be done? 

Tt is clear that the insane policies 
of the Hitler regime have driven the 
Reich into a cul-de-sac. There is no 
way out. It is either regiment the 
people to a degree where it begins to 
resemble the ancient slave states, or 
seeR a way out in some adventure in 
the foreign field. The food shortage 
in the Reich and the penurious cir- 
cumstances in general increase the 
dangerous tension in Furope No doubt 
a sinall, riskless stunt to divert popu- 
lar attention from the increasing mis- 
ery would be highly welcome in high 
quarters at the present moment. But 
where. in what direction, can such an 
unloading maneuver be undertaken? 

German diplomacy has not succeed- 
ed in shaping international conditions 
for an attack on Russia or France. 
Moreover either of these two states is 
fully capable of dealing with a brusque 
German attack. The German army is 
not ready for any large-scale opera- 
tion—and may never he ready, if 
there is no economic reliet. 


Nazi Overthrow 
Predicted. 


Long-distance ohservers on this side 
of the water glibly nredict the early 
overthrow of the Nazi government. 
figuring that present-day conditions 
counled with the hopelessness of the 
outlook, must inevitably produce a 
revolt. But the onlve tronble’ with 
these prophecies is that they don't 
holl water. There is, in the first 
place, no movement or force. under- 
ground or in the open. capable of 
forming the nucleus for such a revolt. 
In the second place, there ix the un- 
imaginably efficient repressional ap- 
paratus of the government in the 
hands of a man, utterly ruthless and 
fully determined to remain on_ top. 
General Goering showed of what he is 
capable in the ghastly blood-purge in 
his own party two years ago. 


__No, there will be no revolt, not even 
if the destitution grows ten-fold in 
the Reich. Germans will simply have 
to tighten their belts nrogressively 
in the months to come. They will do 
it out of a sense of discipline and with 
the assurance that they arf “defend- 
ing” their fatherland rzainst the mon- 
strous encirclement policy of their ene- 
mies. It will be the job of Dr Goeb- 
bels to explain the situation in such 
a wav through the propaganda system 
at his disnosal, that it wil! serve to 
increase the warlike spirit of the peo- 
ple, steel their will to resist, forge 
an even more united striking force. 

» Mussolini's significant phrase about 
Italy that it must either explode or 
expand. has become applicable to Ger- 
many. But whereas the Duce found 
nt least a temnorary escape in the 
conquest of Ethiopia, there are no 
other Ethiopias available in the world, 
where the energy of the German nenple 
could be diverted. Unless . . . Lithn- 
ania, or Czechoslovakia are raised to 
Ethiopian rank for the occasion. But 
that is impossible. 

In Europe a nicely roped-off con- 
flict is impossible. The moment one 
German soldier sets his font outside 
the boundaries of the Reich. the fat 
is in the fire everywhere. Europe goes 
up in flame. Europe. that means also 
Germany. Herr Hitler is facing the 
most serious problem of his career. 
One of these days the test will come 
for those fascistic states. Italy es- 
caped by a hair’s breadth in the first 
test. What will the future bring? In- 
escanably, unavoidably, destiny is 
bearing down on Europe.

Editorial 


From Liverpool. 

Immediately following Edward's 
abdication, the Liverpool Daily Post 
commented, in its leading editorial, as 
follows: 

“King Edward has made his choice. 
In the moving, yet clear and business- 
like message addressed to Parliament 
he announced his determination to 
vacate the throne. His abdication is, 
of course, voluntary. Moreover, as 
Mr. Baldwin's remarkable speech re- 
veals, it is no momentary whim. All 
thropgh the King was determined 
upon marrying Mrs. Simpson, and as 
that was impossible, he faced abdica- 
tion without wavering. And let us 
remember that his action is not that 
of the young man who captured the 
British people’s affections and charm- | 
ed the world, but of a uniquely experi- 
enced man of middle age who grew up 
with the kingly office as his destiny 
and whose life was a preparation for 
his exalted vocation. The choice. he 
had to make was narrow and exact- 
ing; either way meant sacrifice. He 
has chosen the way of his heart and 
the crown f$ renounced. 

“From the standpoint of the empire 
and considering the splendour of the 
traditions associated with the British 
monarchy, King Edward’s decision 
may indeed seem strange. It will 
disappoint many who hoped so much 
from his reign. King Edward had a 
special and, indeed, unique hold upon 
the affections of his subjects. e 
people of the empire had watched him 
grow up among them as a boy, a 
youth, a young man eharing their in- 
terests, fighting their battles, keen on 
all healthy sports and with a sincere 
and active concern for the welfare of 
the empire, and especially of the poor 
in it. e seemed the ideal prince and 
the hopes for his reign were as great 
as the admiration he inspired. 

“All that this meant be has now 
put behind him. One must, perhaps, 
allow for the influence of his time. 
He grew up in a period of unprece- 
dented social unsettlement; old stand- 
ards were being abandoned. It was 
hardly possible that in such circum- 
stances a Prince who threw himeelf 


so heartily into all the activities of | So 


his time, could escape being affected 
by the unconventionality that pre- 
vailed. One can imagine him feeling 
he could carry this unconventionality 
into the royal sphere, and, in certain 
respects, he did so. But he lacked 
in steadying influence of a Queen, 
and at last. when, with an unduly 
routhful dislike of form, he proposed

the guardian of the monarchy and as 
the preserver of great and unexampled 
traditions, The emotions which com- 
pelled King Edward to renounce the 
wonderful roles of a British monarch 
may suggest to some the superlatives 
of the romanticist or poet, but, indeed, 
he has no doubt been impelled by a 
variety, even a conflict, of feelings. 

“Perhaps King Edward ‘felt that 
kingship was not for him; that all 
his inclinations were for the life of a 
private individual. That certainly is 
what his momentous decision signi- 
fies, and the reasons he gives for it 
show that private feelings overbore his 
sense of vublic duty. In the circum- 
stances in which he found himself, he 
rather pathetically confesses, he could 
no longer perform efficiently the task 
of a sovereign. His people will now 
wish him the free and happy life to 
which he aspires. But the parting 
from him is an occasion for profound 
sorrow. The crisis of the past few 
days has evoked many feelings, and 
in the end the emotion emerging from 
it will be regret that the reign of 
King Edward was so short and that it 
closed in circumstances so unexpected 
and so disturbing. 

“But though the flays leading up to 
King Edward's abdication have been 
anxious and disturbed, there scems no 
reason to fear that the misgivings of 
those who dreaded the consequences of 
such a step will be realized. King 
Edward himself pleads for speedy ac- 
tion and consideration for hie succes- 
sor. Mr. Baldwin's appeal, too, must 
have its effect. It is evident, in fact, 
that the abdication procedure will be 
carried through in the orderly manne: 
of our people in a time of crisis. There 
will be no recrimination and we must 
all look to the future with hope and 
confidence, We have passed through 
a dangerous time; we must try to for- 
get and turn to the next tasks of 
which there are many to hand.”

average human being and no better 
or worse than the man who buys his 
labor. Yet many employers have a 
tendency to think of themselves as 
masters of the ple who do the work 
which enables them to do business and 
to assert authority over their men in 
matters which are none of their af- 
fairs. Some of them inquire into the 
religion and politics of their employes, 
try to find out what they are doing 
with their money, check their asso- 
ciates and otherwise forget that they 
are merely buying services and not 
the liberties of the men who perform 
the services. 

It is necessary from time to time 

to remind those who employ labor that 
the workingman’s freedom is not in- 
cluded in the purchase price of a cer- 
tain amount of work and such re- 
minders are. resented as disturbing 
agitation, probably og ae by Mos- 
cow. Nevertheless the freedom should 
cost the boss extra, unless the em- 
ployer himself is willing to submit 
to similar invasion of his private af- 
fairs in which case the hired help 
might be willing to make a trade on 
an even basis. 
_ I recognize the convenience of know- 
ing that a man who works in a bank 
is not likely to help himself to the 
pene on the shelves to gamble on the 
orses which is the traditional error 
of fallible bank employes. But more 
careful stock-taking at the close of 
business should be adequate and, any- 
way, men who work in banks general- 
ly are not permitted to come within 
arm’s reach of the cash until they have 
spent some time in probationary jobs 
and have given evidence of an ability 
to discriminate between their own 
money and the bank’s.

mit to the same humiliating process 
of photographing and fingerprinting 
that is required of convicted men en- 
tering prison. The business men and 
real estate speculators of the two 
Miamis, as a class, are not at all 
superior in ethics, honesty or persona:

HEALTH TALKS

The other day we told here who 
should wear a mask, when, and how 
to make the mask, for prevention of 


such diseases as scarlet fever, influ- 
enza, epidemic meningitis, infantile 
paralysis, diphtheria, tonsillitis, septic 
sore throat (streptococcus infection), 
measles, pneumonia, sinusitis, gather- 
ing in ear, mastoiditis, tuberculosis, 
whooping cough, laryngitis, pharyn- 
gitis (simpl2, sore throat), in short 
the cri (kree), that is, any of the 
common respiratory infectior.s—call 
it cri until you find out which it is, 
If you're a—well, a scoundrel, to use 
a printable term—you’ll prefer to call 
it a “cold” in the early stage, and 
under this disguise to distribute the 
infection indiscriminately among all 
who are unfortunate enough to come 
within your conversational spray 
range. 


Not only persons actually coming 
down with cri infect others, but also 
germ carriers who have no present 
trouble at all contribute a good bit 
towards keeping the doctors busy. A 
diphtheria carrier or a streptococcus 
carrier, for example, may innocently 
infect a great many persons before 
his carrier condition is ‘even sus- 
pected. 

Inadvertently we omitted from the 
list of persons or classes of persons 
who should wear masks the barbers 
and beauty shop workers. For their 
own safety as well as the assurance 
of their patrons, barbers and beauty 
shop operators should wear masks 
while serving patrons. In some shops 
not only is this sanatory precaution 
entirely disregarded but operators are 
even permitted to work when obvious- 
ly developing ‘cri. In these days of 
increasing intelligence such an offense 
against public safety is bad business 
and for this reason alone the smart 
proprietor takes care to avoid such 
flagrant breaches of the simple rules 
of hygiene. 

An efficient and practical mask or 
screen especially designed for nose 
and throat specialists, laryngoscopists 
and bronchoscopists, dentors or gen- 
eral practititioners who make examina- 
tions or give treatment in these s 
cial provinces, is described by Dr. 
Lewis J. Silvers, the distinguished 
pioneer in tonsil diathermy. The 
mask is made of a sheet of washed 
X-ray film 7 by 9 inches, the type 
called safety film, cellophane. The 
corners are rounded off. About 1 1-2 
inches from the corners along the 7- 
inch top are inserted fasteners, snap 
fasteners, by means of which the 
screen may be attached to and de- 
tached from the band of the herd mir- 
ror or head light the doctor wears 
when examining or treating such pa- 
tients. The screen is transparent and 
rather more comfortable than a cloth 
mask in contact with nose and mouth. 
It practically isolates doctor or den- 
tor from patient and patient from 
doctor or dentor.

Organization Formed at De- 
catur, Ala., to Promote 
Municipal Ownership

DECATUR, Ala., Dec. 20.—(7)— 
Sharp disagreement over moves to pro- 
mote municipal ownership of utilities 
arose today after organization of the 
Southeastern Power Consumers’ As- 
sociation by representatives of 18 cit- 
jes and co-operatives in Alabama, 
Mississippi, Tennessee and Georgia.

Judge at Augusta Says Secur-

“Public Enemy.” 

Existence of the crude ladder sug- 
gested the theory that another “pub- 
lic enemy” was at work following a 
course strangely paralleling major kid- 
napings of the past. Police examined 
it eagerly for fingerprints. 

The Franklins live two blocks from 
the Mattsons, in Haddaway Hall, built 
by the late J. P. Weyerhaeuser, ]um- 
ber magnate whose grandson, George 
Weyerhaeuser, was kidnaped in May, 
1935, and ransomed for $200,000. 

A man whose description coincided 
in many ways with that of the Matt- 
son kidnaper entered Haddaway hall 
twice in early November, police dis- 
closed, terrorizing members of the 
Franklin family. During the second 
invasion, the intruder fired a pistol at 
the estate’s night watchman. Franklin, 
a chain grocery operator, bought the 
mansion recently. 

Although Police Chief Harold Bird 
characterized the Haddaway hall in- 
cidents as “attempted burglaries” 
rather than attempted kidnaping, of- 
ficiale checked details of the ladder in 
the belief the intruder perhaps was 
the man who abducted young Matt- 
son. 


Other Crimes Confident. 

They pointed to the kidnaper’s cry,

DAME FANNY HOUSTON 


DIES IN LONDON HOME 


LONDON, Dec. 30 (Wednesday.)— 
(P)\—Dame Fanny Lucy Houston, 
England's spectacular “lady bounti- 
ful.” died today after a week's illness. 

She was an early British suffragist. 
publicist, philanthropist and widow of 
the late Sir Robert Houston. 

Lady Houston became England’s 
wealthiest woman when she inherited 
0,000,000 pounds sterling (about $235.- 
000.000) in 1926 on the death of Sir 
Robert, shipping magnate. 

She was a spectacular giver. Most 
gifts went to hospitals and charities, 
although she once presented the Brit- 
ish government with $12,000,000 “‘just 
on an impulse.” 

The sum represented the death du- 
ties on her hushand’s estate which 
the government tried to collect with- 
out success since he died in Jersey, 
where there were no death duties. 

She was among the first five wom- 
en to receive the title of dame com- 
mander of the British empire.

Newman, who found time to run for 
a political office during his months 
of undercover work, testified he posed 
as a dealer in spurious money after 
arranging a meeting with the man 
through an “underworld contact.” 

The agent said De Franco offered 

to sell him $20,000 in bogus bills for 
$5.000. De Franco pleaded innocent 
without making a statement. 
_From July, 1935, until last night 
Newman was employed as a fire ex- 
tinguisher filler for the Miami Beach 
fire department, carrying 50-pound ex- 
tinguishers in and out of apartment 
houses and hotels. 

Chief J. S. Stephenson, who ap- 
proved Newman for the job, said he 
would not have recommended him had 
he known his identity.

“Unquestionably Secretary Hull has 
brought a conviction and an under- 
standing to the other countries of the 
Americas to a greater degree than in

The date of the New Year is not 
the same everywhere, because calen- 
dars are not the same in all coun- 
tries. Some calendars make the New 
Year start in the spring or autumno 
or in mid-winter. Our calendar, how- 
ever, has come into wide use in al- 
most every land, even in China, Japan 
and India. In the Orient, it is used 
side-by-side with native calendars. 

Our calendar can be traced clear 
back to the time of the ancient Egyp- 
tians. The Egyptians appear to have 
started keeping a calendar more than 
6,000 years ago.

‘days. That was very close, but it 
‘was not exact. It did not allow for 
'what we call “Leap Year.” Once in 
four years, a day should have been 
/added to the year, but that was not 
done. 

| The difference was not great in the 
life of an Egyptian. If a man lived 
to the age of 60, it made a difference 
of only 15 days. The nation, how- 
ever, had a “lifetime” of thousands of 
‘years. Since the calendar was not 
‘corrected, New Year’s Day crept all 
|around the year, taking place on 
‘every day in every season in the course 
of 1,508 years, then coming back to 
the rising of the star Sirius. 


| Efforts were made late in the his- 
tory of old Egypt to correct the cal- 
'endar. These efforts did not succeed. 
‘The Egyptians let the past hold them 
|down. The old calendar had been good 
| enough for their parents and grand- 
| parents, 80 they did not want to 
i change it. | 

| Three hundred sixty-five and one- 
‘fourth days may be taken as the 
llength of a year in a rough way, but 
‘there really is not quite one-fourth 
‘day extra. I shall give the exact fig- 
ure, down to the second, tomorrow.
